WHAT BOTCHED CALLS? NFL GETS REGULAR REFS BACK ON THE FIELD 


CNN 

The National Football League’s regular ref- 
erees returned to the field Thursday night 
after reaching a tentative labor deal that 
kicked replacement officials to the curb, 
ending a major source of frustration and em- 
barrassment for fans, players and the league. 

In place of the replacement referees, 
most of whom had officiated no more than 
a handful of pro games, the league put to- 
gether a veteran crew with a combined 
70 seasons of NFL experience to handle 
Thursday night’s game between the Cleve- 
land Browns and the Baltimore Ravens, the 
first since league owners lifted the lockout 
Wednesday night. 

“Never thought I would be excited for 


the refs to come back to work but it’s about 
time,” Cleveland Browns receiver Josh 
Cribbs tweeted Thursday “It was definitely 
necessary!” 

The eight-year deal— the longest ever for 
officials, according to the NFL— gives the 
union referees a pay raise and keeps their 
pension program in place for five years. 

It suspends a lockout that began before 
the league’s preseason, leading to a series of 
gaffes that climaxed in a furor over a botched 
call that allowed the Seattle Seahawks to 
walk away with a victory in Monday night’s 
nationally televised game. The league ac- 
knowledged Tuesday that the Green Bay 
Packers should have won, but allowed the 
result of the game to stand. 


Union members still must ratify the 
deal, but the league has lifted the lockout 
to allow crews to handle games, pending 
that vote. 

While they have not called a game since 
last season, the league’s veteran crews will 
be ready to go, said retired official Mason 
“Red” Cashion. 

“These guys have been working every 
week, really since May to get ready for the 
season, through conference calls, through 
video, through meetings of their own,” 
Cashion said. “And that’s something that 
the officials have done simply because 
they have enough pride in what they do 
that they wanted to be ready And they are 
ready”

Regular 
refs will 
call Bears 
MNF game

At the end of the season, the Bears could 
profit from the blown call on the final play 
Monday night in Seattle that gave the Se- 
ahawks a victory over the Packers. 

But the Bears are not dwelling on what 
would be a nightmare for the NFL if the 
league’s 32 owners were as outraged as the 
public. 

Thus far, no one has heard the owners 
of the 49ers or Cardinals complain about a 
victory the Seahawks did not deserve. 

It apparently was about money for the 
owners in their labor struggle with 121 of- 
ficials. 

Before the sides reached agreement late 
Wednesday night, there was no telling if the 
Bears would have referee Robert Frazer’s 
replacement crew for their Monday night 
game against the Cowboys in Arlington, 
Texas. 

Now that a deal is done, the regular of- 
ficials will take the field. 

Embattled replacement side judge Lance 
Easley, who blew the call on what was ruled 
Golden Tate’s touchdown catch, worked 
the Bears’ opener against the Colts at Sol- 
dier Field. 

Side judge Brian Stropolo, banished for 
being an unabashed Saints fan hours before 
he was to work the Saints’ Week 2 game at 
Carolina, worked the Bears’ second exhibi- 
tion and no longer was a replacement. 

No one knows what Frazer’s crew would 
have had in store for the Bears and Cow- 
boys. 

Before the settlement, owners didn’t 
seem concerned that unqualified officials 
could decide the outcome of games. Bears 
players can point to many calls they believe 
were wrong or missed in three games, but 
they have avoided a meltdown. 

“We haven’t {had} a call cost us a game,” 
said cornerback Charles Tillman, who said 
he thought the Packers’ M.D. Jennings in- 
tercepted Russell Wilson on the controver- 
sial touchdown. 

Coach Lovie Smith downplayed talk 
about the loss that dropped the Bears’ NFC 
North rival to 1-2 but said he was hopeful 
the regular refs return quickly. 

“It’s not really an issue with us,” he said. 
“Dallas kind of occupies all of our time.”

Netanyahu draws red 
line during U.N. address 


D UNITED NATIONS Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
drew his “red line” for Iran’s nuclear 
program on Thursday— the point at 
which Iran has amassed nearly enough 
highly enriched uranium for a single 
atomic bomb— and voiced confidence 
that the U.S. shares his view 
Addressing the U.N. General As- 
sembly Netanyahu appeared to pull 
back from any threat of an imminent 
Israeli attack on Iranian nuclear facili- 
ties, saying the Islamic Republic would 
be on the brink of producing an atom- 
ic weapon only next summer. 

He added that he was confident the 
U.S. and Israel, which have disagreed 
about the urgency of military action, 
could devise a common strategy to 
prevent Iran from developing a nucle- 
ar weapon. 

Holding up a cartoon-like drawing 
of a bomb with a fuse, Netanyahu lit- 
erally drew a red line just below a la- 
bel reading “final stage” to a bomb, in 
which it was 90 percent along the path 
of having sufficient weapons-grade 
material. 

‘A red line should be drawn right 
here, before Iran completes the sec- 


ond stage of nuclear enrichment nec- 
essary to make a bomb, before Iran 
gets to a point where it is a few months 
or a few weeks away from amassing 
enough enriched uranium to make a 
nuclear weapon,” he said. 

“Each day that point is getting closer, 
and that is why I speak today with such 
a sense of urgency and that is why ev- 
eryone should have a sense of urgency” 

Netanyahu added that “the red line 


must be drawn on Iran’s nuclear en- 
richment program because these en- 
richment facilities are the only nuclear 
installations that we can definitely see 
and credibly target.” 

“I believe that faced with a clear red 
line, Iran will back down. And this will 
give more time for sanctions and di- 
plomacy to convince Iran to dismantle 
its nuclear weapons program all to- 
gether,” he added.

Seeing the Concorde 
come into the city with all of the players 
from overseas, it really hit me: “This is a re- 
ally cool tournament.” 

Chris Williams: It’s the one time during the 
year where it’s a golf team event. It’s neat 
to see those guys in a team setting. I’m sure 
most of them haven’t played golf in a team 
setting since college. 

Are there any similarities between 
football and golf? 

Blake Costanzo: Golf is such a long game and 
there are so many different things that can 
happen. And in football there are so many 
different things that can happen during a 
play so just to stay focused. 

Robbie Gould: There are a lot for kickers. 
From swing patterns to the mental side 
of it, where if you hit one bad shot you 
gotta let it go. 



Say the Bears are having a Ryder Cup-style 
tournament, and you have first pick. Whom 
are you taking? 

Costanzo: Adam Podlesh. That’s word on the 
street. I haven’t seen him play but just from 
what I’ve heard, I’m definitely taking him. 
Garza: Chris Williams. I think his short 
game’s really impressive. He {also} drives it 
about 310, 315 {yards} right down the middle. 
He’d be my first pick. 

Gould: Roberto Garza. He’d be a great 
alternate-shot partner. 

Mannelly: I’d probably take Podlesh. Best 
golfer, especially for that event. He can make 
the most birdies down there. 

Podlesh: Oh, that’s tough. It would obviously 
be between Pat and Robbie. So it would 
be whoever ’s playing better at that time. I 
haven’t seen Robbie play in a little bit. I was 
with Pat a little while ago and saw him play I 
think if it were a fourball match, I’d pick Pat 
just because I think we would match up well 
together. 

Williams: Garza, no doubt. He’s the only 
guy on the team who’s fun to ride in the cart 
with. {Laughs.} And he’s got a pretty good 
short game too.

Joseph Gordon-Levitt may now be starring 
in the time travel film “Looper,” but the actor 
has long made giant leaps look easy 

From “lo Things I Hate About %u” to 
“Mysterious Skin” to “Brick” to “(500) Days 
of Summer” to “Inception,” Gordon-Levitt 
never does the same thing twice. In the last 
year alone, his screen roles have had him 
battle cancer (“50/50”), support Batman 
(“The Dark Knight Rises”) and pedal for his 
life (“Premium Rush”). In the upcoming “Lin- 
coln,” his character learns from his famous 
father, Abe Lincoln. 

In writer-director Rian Johnson’s excep- 
tional “Looper,” opening Friday, Gordon- 
Levitt plays Joe, who in 2044 works as a 
looper, an assassin who kills people sent 
back from 30 years in the future. When he’s 
assigned (and fails) to kill the future version 
of himself (Bruce Willis), Joe has a big, mind- 
bending problem on his hands. 

The 31-year-old L.A. native always has 
been protective of privacy — to the point that 
he won’t even specify what else he’d like to 
do on screen. In the dark, wooden bar at the 
Peninsula Hotel, he talked about a glitch of 
the brain, kicking your own ass and research- 
ing porn.

Personall}^ I prefer 
sci-fi with a relatively 
low quantity of sci. 
Judging from his 
spectacular thriller 
“Looper,” writer-di- 
rector Rian Johnson 
feels the same. 

Johnson creates 
a futuristic world 
and connects the 
dots as needed, but 
several times in the 
film a character says

That said, the universe of “Looper” offers 
imagination and purpose rather than a thinly 
conceived world of shiny objects and bizarre 
technology (Talking about you, “In Time.”) 

It’s 2044, and Joe (Joseph Gordon-Levitt, 
of Johnson’s exceptional “Brick”) kiUs for a 
living. He doesn’t have to ask why or even 
know who he’s offing. Joe is a looper. He 
waits for people 30 years in the future, in 
which time travel exists but is illegal, to send 
his assignments back to him. They appear on 
a sheet in a field. Joe pulls the trigger. Easy 
Well, things get more difficult when a mys-

terious figure known as the Rainmaker tries 
to close Joe’s loop. Joe is assigned to shoot 
the future version of himself, but before that 
can happen, the future Joe kicks younger 
Joe’s ass and runs. 

I guess that’s what happens when you grow 
up to be Bruce Willis. What results from 
the meeting of the two Joes is something 
unexpected and unexpectedly moving. In the 
cloak of a futuristic thriller, Johnson crafts 
a story packed with intelligence and feeling 
about the desire to change fate and the uni- 
versal search for approval and support. 

The filmmaker’s sense of humor keeps the 
morally intricate “Looper” smart; his heart 
prevents it from feeling cocky His continual- 
ly emerging style makes the movie alternately 
gorgeous and disturbing. 

Gordon-Levitt once again does a lot even 
when he’s seemingly not doing much. His 
Joe is uncomfortable with today and afraid of 
what tomorrow will bring. He’s looking for 
someone to put before himself, to love and to 
be loved. 

The film itself deserves the same adora- 
tion.

Jason Segel per- 
formed a Dracula 
musical in “Forget- 
ting Sarali Marshall” 
and it was funny: One 
of many moments in 
“Hotel Transylvania” 
that aren’t funny: An 
animated Dracula voiced by Adam Sandler 
singing to his baby daughter, “Let me wipe all 
your poop away” 

Combining the age-old family movie con- 
cept of a kid wanting to see the world with 
the recent onslaught of stories about the 
softer side of villains (“Megamind,” “Despi- 
cable Me”), “Hotel Transylvania” is undead 
on arrival. Fearing ruthless humans and 
their radical anti-monster agenda, Dracula 
launches Hotel Transylvania in 1895 as a 
vacation destination for Frankenstein, the 
Invisible Man, Bigfoot and countless other 
classic demons. 

It’s almost like— SPOILER ALERT— how 
the last 20 minutes of “The Cabin in the 
Woods” became a kids’ movie, and the deadly 
creatures became harmless goofballs who 
play bingo and laugh at fart jokes. 

In the new film’s present day Dracula 
labors to keep his daughter. Mavis (Selena 
Gomez), who’s minimally rebellious for a 
118 -year-old, inside the hotel. The overpro- 
tective dad’s efforts to disguise a backpacking 
human (Andy Samberg) as a monster show

just how far he’s willing to go to distance the 
natural world from the living nightmares he 
calls friends. 

The concept of ostracized creatures seek- 
ing respite has promise. Recently “ParaNor- 
man” got a lot of funny, exciting mileage from 
showing how both people and monsters can 
feel unfairly judged by the way they look. 
“Hotel Transylvania,” however, relies on weak 
humor like Dracula saying “I want to kiss 
your tush!” (instead of “suck your blood”) and 
Mavis loving “scream cheese,” which is, of 
course, cream cheese that screams. Add ri- 
diculously outdated musical references (Dave 
Matthews Band? Slipknot?) and, typical to 
all Sandler movies, forced sentimentality 
and it’s extremely difficult to believe veteran 
“Saturday Night Live” writer Robert Smigel 
had any input on the script. 

At least something like “Puss in Boots” 
compensates for its hand-me-down story 
with beautiful animation and a few rousing 
action sequences. The idea-starved “Tran- 
sylvania” looks fine and flounders its way to 
overstating current levels of tolerance. It also 
once again proves that animated films need 
to cut it with the musical numbers. 

I mean, who doesn’t love rapping Dracula?

“Pitch Perfect” doesn’t 
deserve its star, Anna 
Kendrick. For the sec- 
ond time in two weeks 
(“EndofWatch”),the 
actress’ charm enlivens 
the screen, but this 
time it’s in service of a 
movie that makes “Katy Perry: Part of Me” look 
like ‘Almost Famous.” 

Kendrick plays Beca, who’s annoyed about 
her free tuition to Southern college Barden 
University because she’d rather pursue a DJ 
career in L.A. She joins the Bellas, Barden’s 
all-female a cappella group who blew a national 
championship-contending performance when 
tyrannical Aubrey (Anna Camp) vomited while 
singing Ace of Base’s “The Sign.” 

Aubrey insists the Bellas perform no recent 
music, which really gets Beca’s goat. She loves 
remixing songs, doing revolutionary stuff like 
taking The Proclaimers’ “Fm Gonna Be (500 
Miles)” and turning it into a dance track. (Since 
no one in the music industry has ever done stuff 
like that.) 

Aubrey also forbids any Bella to date a

member of rival a cappella group the Treble 
Makers. Beca does not totally reject the 
advances of Jesse (Skylar Astin), who looks 
like a young Dane Cook and exudes the same 
unsettling smarminess. He wants to score 
movies and praises several scores including 
“Star Wars,” yet he ruthlessly mocks his “Star 
Wars” fanboy roommate Benji (Ben Platt). 
Later, an a cappella analyst (John Michael 
Higgins), smugly signifying writer Kay Can- 
non’s (“30 Rock”) extreme bitterness toward 
most of the characters, says that an a cappella 
group that uses sock puppets (sockapella!) 
proves life doesn’t get better for everyone 
after high school. 

The harsh judgment doesn’t end there. 
Adapted from a book by Mickey Rapkin, “Pitch 
Perfect” features a girl who calls herself Fat 
Amy (Rebel Wilson), owning the word “fat” so 
others won’t mock her for her weight. That’s 
great, except Cannon never allows the char- 


acter to be anything more than Fat Amy “Fm 
going to finish him like a cheesecake,” Amy 
says. See, we’re supposed to laugh because she’s 
overweight and she loves food. The defin- 
ing characteristic of Stacie (Alexis Knapp of 
“Project X”), the Lustiest member of the Bellas, 
is, of course, her sexuality The thinly veiled 
sexuality of a member suspected to be a lesbian 
(Ester Dean), however, repeatedly appears as 
a punch line, like, “Haha, she hasn’t come out 
to us but we can all totally tell she’s gay” Nerdy 
Benji, who desperately wants to join the Treble 
Makers, gets shut out of the group and eventu- 
ally told he can only participate if he completely 
suppresses his personality 

“Pitch Perfect” takes place in college, a time 
when people can be who they want to be and 
connect with those who share the same pas- 
sions, but here even when doing something you 
love you aren’t free to be yourself 

Not that “Pitch Perfect” really concerns itself 
with identity Characters frequently say things 
like “aca-awkward” or “aca-politics,” aping the 
“cheer-tatorship” style of joke writing from 
“Bring It On” instead of, you know, writing 
actual jokes. 




Funny fame 

Ever since her scene-steal- 
ing turn as a kooky room- 
mate in “Bridesmaids” last 
year, Rebel Wilson has 
been a face to watch. 

The 28-year-old Aussie 
has been busy working 
on a slate of films. She’s al- 
ready had two in theaters 
this year-“What to Expect 
When You’re Expecting” 
and “Bachelorette”-and 
“Pitch Perfect” opens 
Friday.

Watson finally has ‘authentic’ 
high school experience— on film

For lo years Emma Watson put her real life on hold as she 
played the plucky Hermione Granger in the eight films that 
brought J. K. Rowling’s wizardly world of Harry Potter to 
the screen. It made Watson rich and famous beyond her 
wildest imagining. 

But it made her live her life “in a very weird order,” she 
says. “Harry Potter pushed my life back.” Now 22, she finds 
herself “having a delayed adolescent experience”— a years- 
late turn at high school, for instance. 

“The Perks of Being a Wallflower” has been one of her 
favorite novels. And being Emma Watson, one of the most 
photographed, Internet-searched and adored young wom- 
en in the world, she could have a hand in getting it turned 
into a film. No, she wouldn’t be the lead, and yes, she would 
have to fake her way through a “real” American high school 
experience. But the young Brit was game to give it a try 

‘American culture 
and American high 
schools are like another 
world to me,” Watson 
says. “I had to do a lot 
of research just to get 
myself comfortable 
with an experience that 
Logan [Lerman] and 
Ezra [Miller] would 
have absorbed just by 
growing up in America. 

I felt very much like the 
outsider.” 

She had to master the 
accent and absorb the 
American high school 
vibe. And it was worth 
it, she says, just to get 
on film a work that fills what she saw as a lengthy gap in 
the “authentic adolescent experience, as presented in mov- 
ies.” In other words, she says, her generation never got its 
“Breakfast Club.” 

“I hope that’s what we’ve made, something that feels that 
real.” 

Watson’s star power— playing Sam, “the muse, the in- 
spiration” for Charlie, a troubled, bookish teen played by 
Lerman— allowed novelist-screenwriter Stephen Chbosky 
to make his movie. But more than that, he feels blessed at 
being able to cast a stiU-rising star who seems perfect for 
Sam, a sexy smart and sensitive character who drives the 
protagonist’s actions from the moment Charlie casts his 
eyes on her.

“She’s been through this whirlwind of attention and 
comes out of it kind and thoughtful,” Chbosky says of Wat- 
son. “That’s Sam, too. Emma’s personal history” connected 
the actress to the role. 

The fame the Potter pictures brought her still is a driving 
force in Watson’s life. It’s what caused her to delay finishing 
college (Brown University, and Britain’s Worcester College- 
Oxford). And it’s what allows her to pick and choose “vi- 
sionary” filmmakers to work with, even though all her box- 
office clout is based on a role she’s no longer playing. 

She landed a plum supporting role in “My Week With 
Marilyn.” She’s one of the stars of Sofia Coppola’s teen- 
thieves drama “The Bling Ring.” She’s currently filming 
“Noah,” director Darren Aronofsky’s take on the Biblical 
story 

‘And I reaUy wanted to work with GuiUermo del Toro,” 
so she’s helping prep the “Pan’s Labyrinth” director’s take 
on “Beauty and the Beast,” which they expect to film 
next summer. 

“If I am going to keep learning, that’s how I wiU do it,” 
Watson says. “I am very much aware that I have learned 
on the job my whole life. There hasn’t been much time for 
experimentation or training. I get on the set and I learn 
in front of everyone. It’s intimidating and scary because 
when you make mistakes— and I make my share— you 
make them on a set where everyone’s watching. 

“If I am going to keep doing this and not get around 
to going to drama school, I very much want to be 
around people I know can teach me something.” 

For half her life, Watson’s comfort zone was the sets for 
Hogwarts School in the Harry Potter films. Today fans of 
that series may not have moved on, but Watson certainly 
has. 

“Even though it wasn’t so long ago that we finished with 
all that, it feels a very long way off— the distant past,” she 
says. “I know that the entire series still feels very present 
for fans, because they can pop the DVD in and it’s there, 
immediately It’s back! But not for me. 

“It’s something I am fond of having done, and very proud 
of But don’t knowhow I’m going to feel about people hang- 
ing on to it or trying to relive it years down the road.

A sobering look at sports concussions

At some point 
your mom or dad 
probably said, “It’s 
all fun and games 
until someone gets 
hurt.” Ralphie from 
‘A Christmas Story” 
knows what I’m 


talking about. 

Many people participating in activities 
without play guns know what that’s about 
too. In the sobering documentary “Head 
Games,” Chicago-based director Steve 
James (“Hoop Dreams”) converts former 
Harvard defensive tackle Chris Nowinski’s 
book into a study of increasing evidence 
about the long-term effects of sports-related 
brain trauma. 

Boxers and football players aren’t the 
only athletes endangered by brain trauma. 
Those who play soccer, hockey lacrosse and 
other sports also fall victim. And the threat 
to child competitors gets the least amount 
of attention, the movie shows. Kids don’t 
want to be taken out of the game, and there’s 
no expert on the sidelines to spot a possible 
concussion.

Through interviews with former athletes, 
doctors, family members of athletes who 
committed suicide and Newark Times 
reporters who wrote stories on studies link- 
ing NFL players’ brain trauma to dementia, 
“Head Games” collects disturbing confirma- 
tion of the issue. The movie also presents 
athletic directors who want to dismiss the 


problem, and testimony from NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell as he attempts to 
deflect it. 

In the past few years, the NFL has made 
an effort to protect its players and penalize 
those whose behavior puts others players 
at risk. Featuring original music by Billy 
Corgan, “Head Games” barely scratches the

surface of these initiatives, nor does it ac- 
cumulate data for how many former players 
(not mentioned: Dave Duerson or Junior 
Seau) serve as examples of victims whose 
altered brains tragically turn them into dif- 
ferent people. Also worth further consider- 
ation: Parents who prevent their kids from 
participating because of what some call a 
public health issue. 

James structures the movie around a kids’ 
football game, positioned as David vs. Go- 
liath, to ponder the notion of an opponent 
that cannot be beaten. The movie acknowl- 
edges the fallibility of athletes we might 
not want to recognize, and the seemingly 
obvious danger of repeated bashings to the 
head that have become an accepted dimen- 
sion of sports with risks we’re still working to 
understand. 

“Head Games” asserts this as a problem 
that isn’t going away and, especially for those 
who suffer from chronic traumatic encepha- 
lopathy, is virtually guaranteed to get worse.

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Asian flavors mix 
& mingle at West 
Loop’s Embeya

It seems like there’s a new restaurant open- 
ing in the West Loop every other week these 
days, and Thai Dang, the chef of recently 
opened Embeya, is just happy to be in the 
middle of it all. 

“Honestly I am forever humbled,” said 
Dang, who worked at award-winning restau- 
rants such as Ria and Balsan at the Elysian 
Hotel (now the Waldorf Astoria) and L2O. 
“Here I am on a restaurant row, Randolph 
Street, [near] great restaurants: Blackbird, 
Avec, Girl & the Goat, people I really re- 
spect.” Even though many of its neighbors are 
special-occasion restaurants, Embeya is aim- 
ing to be destination-worthy but also casual 
enough to draw in West Loop locals. With 180 
seats, there’s certainly room for both. 

Dang calls Embeya “progressive Asian.” 
After talking to him about it. I’d call it 
extremely personal. The menu is a thought- 


ful mash-up of Dang’s 
Vietnamese heritage 
and travels through- 
out Asia. “I don’t 
want to classify it {as} 

Vietnamese. I don’t 
want to classify it {as} 

Chinese,” he said. 

“What I showcase 
on my menu is all of 
my travels, through 
Japan and Thailand ... and my family, we cook 
and we enjoy each other’s company every 
weekend.” 

The restaurant’s name is the phonetic 
spelling of “em be,” which means “baby” or 
“little one” in Vietnamese. It’s a nickname 
that, as the youngest of 10 kids, he’s still 
occasionally called by his siblings. I stopped 
in to see what the little one with the big new 
restaurant was cooking.

Off to a good start 


Hello, gorgeous. 

A spin through the revolving door lands 
you right in front of some Elle Decor 
magazine-caliber eye candy. Beyond 
the driftwood host stand are lighting fix- 
tures ensconced in huge tufts of straw- 
inspired by sea anemones, the hostess 
told me as she caught my friend and I 
gawking at them. Through a towering 
wooden wall with geometric cutouts, 
weaving among the pretty people and 
scenery is Attila Gyulai, Dang’s business 
partner. It’s not only his chin-length 
head of dark hair-which is so lustrous 
that he’d surely be a Pantene model if, 
you know, Pantene marketed its sham- 
poo to men-that caught my and my 
dining pal’s attention, but also the pur- 
poseful way he worked the dining room. 
Prior to opening Embeya with Dang, 
Gyulai lead operations at luxury hotels 
such as the Elysian Hotel (where he 
met Dang) and Four Seasons. Though 
Embeya has the we’ll-take-care-of-you 
feel of a glitzy hotel resto, it’s without 
the pretense or the inflated, OMG-l’m- 
paying-how-much-for-this-drink prices. 


Seriously, try 
the chicken. 

By the end of this year, 
half of Chicago will 
have eaten Embeya’s 
chicken and scallop 
dishes. At least that’s 
my prediction if every 
server is like the ones 
I had. On two separate 
visits, two different serv- 
ers recommended the 
scallop ($12) and garlic 
chicken ($18), and both 
preceded it with an “I 
know it sounds lame to 
recommend chicken, 
but ...” disclaimer. It’s not 
the best I’ve ever had, 
as the servers attested, 
but it was certainly juicy 
and tender, with an un- 
derstated sauce of scal- 
lion, ginger and garlic 
dripped across the plate. 






Scallop 


Shrimp dumpling 
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Excuse me, is your plate on fire? 

As for that scallop, get your camera phone ready: It arrives inside a scallop shell 
with flames dancing around the edges. Soy-sake sauce is just bold enough not to 
overpower the delicate flavor of the perfectly cooked scallop, accompanied by pick- 
led shimeji mushrooms so tiny and tender that they resisted any effort I made to 
pick them up with my chopsticks. Sweet potato noodles (similar to Korean japchae) 
topped with uni (sea urchin), ginger and jalapenos make a tasty sidekick. Other dish- 
es I tried weren’t as memorable. Tender ribs with a tamarind-toasted garlic-hoisin 
sauce ($16) were all tang, with not much to counter it. And though the one dessert 
our server endorsed with enthusiasm, sticky rice with cardamom-cured mango ($6), 
was a light and simple way end to the meal, I can’t say it was memorable. 



Not quite for date night ... 

I’m still thinking about the explosion of flavor 
that was Dang’s baby clams ($11), which are 
diced and mixed with peanuts, fried shallots 
and toasted garlic as well as Thai chilis and 
basil. I was happier eating it with a spoon than 
on the huge, chewy-in-parts rice crackers 
that came with it. Not the best thing to order 
if you’re, say, meeting a Match.com date; if 
there’s a more graceful way to eat it, my friend 
and I couldn’t figure it out. Dang also decon- 
structs a Vietnamese summer roll ($9) by serv- 
ing chunks of pork belly on the side of the tra- 
ditional rice paper-wrapped veggies, noodles 
and herbs. The pork’s so-crispy-it’s-sharp skin 
reminded me of the Macao-style pork belly 
from Chinatown’s Minghin-that’s definitely a 
compliment-but it was as challenging to eat 
as the clams. Cutting up both the roll and pork 
into small enough pieces to combine into one 
bite was seriously awkward, yet eating them 
separately didn’t seem quite right either. 




Why yes. I’ll have another drink 

Signature cocktails ($12) such as the Tendron & Lime (coconut water, 
lime and vodka) are simple but made more special with garnishes, 
such as a crown of lime zest and a cube of caramelized coconut. 

The wine list taps Asia’s neighbors to the west with sparkling wines 
from Italy and Germany and rich reds from Spain and Austria. It all 
goes down so easy with Dang’s dishes that you easily could end up 
a couple rounds in before the meal’s half over.

Diners focus cameras 
on new dish: f iight food

WeVe all seen it before— you’re in a restaurant 
and the people at the table next to you have 
their camera phones out and are happy-snap- 
ping their chosen dish before uploading it to 
one of the many social media sites out there. 

Food lovers the world over now are taking 
their cuisine-capturing antics to the skies as 
airlines find more and more of their dishes are 
ending up online. 

Airiinemeals.net is one such site that trav- 
elers are posting their pictures to, and with 
more than 26,000 photos and counting of 
more than 600 flight operators, the industry 
is taking notice. 

Ten years ago Marco ‘t Hart was in a long- 
distance relationship that saw him flying ev- 
ery six to eight weeks. On one such flight he 
took a picture of his food at the behest of his 
inquisitive parents. Weeks later curiosity led 
him to the Internet to see if others were do- 
ing the same and he found about 20 images. 
After seeking the image owners’ permission, 
he thought it would be fun to put the pictures 
on a website and airlinemeals.net was born. 

“[I was] amazed at first, as it was never set 
up to be as big as it is now. After that it be- 
came clear there was a demand for this site, so 
I kept developing it, trying to inform people 
as well as I can,” he said. 

There was once a time where the words 
“in-flight food” induced involuntary shudders 
from frequent flyers and nightmarish images 
of shapeless, gray meat drearily covered in 
dubious-looking sauce with a rock-hard bread 
roll and tasteless cake as side dishes, ‘t Hart 
says it is because of the unpopularity of cer- 
tain foods that the site became so successful. 

“Ten years ago this was one of the first 
websites that gave people the opportunity to 
share and leave feedback at things from every 
day life,” he said. “The site gave people a place 
to complain. Besides that, people enjoy look- 
ing at some of the odd images.” 

The website’s success has even caught 
the attention of airline catering companies, 
which he says use the site in a different way 
to frequent flyers. ‘Airlines and crew also use 
the site as a tool to educate their people and 
to read responses from travelers,” he said. 

Along with the emergence of flying food 
critics, the increased popularity in airline re- 
view websites such as Skytrax and Skyscan- 
ner have caused airlines to make a concerted 
crack at improving in-flight gastronomy 

That’s especially true of the business and 
first-class cabins where travelers have seen 
flight operators bringing Michelin-starred 
chefs to reinvent their food for offer.

On the latest album by Thee Oh Sees, “Pu- 
trifiers II,” John Dwyer sings, produces and 
plays guitar, keyboards, flute, clarinet and just 
about everything else he could get his hands 
on. 

For more than a decade, his albums have 
toggled between one-man-band solo efforts 
and full-blown band projects. All told, he’s 
been a member of a dozen bands, collabo- 
rated with numerous others and had a hand 
in countless recordings— and that doesn’t 
include the music by other artists he has re- 
leased on the San Francisco label he co-owns, 
Castle Face Records. 

It all started in his hometown of Provi- 
dence, R.I., where his parents enabled his ob- 
session with all things music. 

“My parents got me art classes as a kid, I 
played saxophone and, when I turned i6, I 
got a guitar,” he says. “They bought me two 
lessons from this local reggae guy, Paul, who 
was about 7 feet tall and wore white puffy 
sneakers. He looked like {the serial killer] in 
{the 1986 Michael Mann movie] Manhunter.’ 
He taught me how to tune, how to play {AC/ 
DC’s] ‘Back in Black,’ and one Misfits song. I 
owe him everything.” 

After graduating from high school in 1992, 
he hung around Providence “learning how to 
play music.” 

“The whole goal was always not to have a 
real job,” he says. “My mom said that I’d never 
hold a job with the attitude I have, and she’s 
right. I can’t be trapped. To line someone 
else’s pockets, to sell my time for minimum 
wage, I couldn’t bear that. But I did every- 
thing a 20 -year-old loser can do: I was a house

painter, I cooked at fast-food restaurants, I 
was a bike messenger, I sold weed.” 

In the late ’90s, he left Providence and start- 
ing driving west, landing in San Francisco. ‘As 
soon as I got there,” he says, “I saw a beauti- 
ful girl, had an insane cup of coffee and went 
to the beach. Fifteen years later I’m still here.” 

A series of bands, some of them operating 
simultaneously, quickly followed, including 
Pink and Brown, the Hospitals and Coach- 
whips. The most long-lasting has been Thee 
Oh Sees, which he describes as his “family 
band.” 

“It’s a little more versatile,” he says, en- 
abling him to indulge his wide-ranging inter- 
ests in metal, psychedelia, garage-rock and 
baroque pop. “Putrifiers II” is perhaps the 
most versatile release of them all, tying to- 
gether his musical interests and stamping him 
as perhaps the most punk-rock clarinetist of 
them all. 

“Putrifiers II” is also a rarity— so far it’s the 
only release from Dwyer and Thee Oh Sees 
this year. Usually he’s involved in multiple re- 
leases annually 

“I’ve gotten better at being an editor,” he 
says. “Years ago I would agree that I was just 
releasing things as I made them. Some of it’s 
not really for everyone but yourself But be- 
lieve it or not, I have tons of [music] I haven’t 
put out.”

As violence in 
Chicago reaches in- 
creasingly staggering 
levels, the environ- 
ment seems to 
demand some sort of 
response from the lo- 
cal music scene. That 
scene also has grown, 
driven by artists like 
Chief Keef, who have 
become symbols for 
the city’s violence 
writ large by depict- 
ing it with little moral 
reflection. 

Lupe Fiasco, who 
has occasionally waded into the conversa- 
tion and expressed frustration with Keef, has 
not-so-subtly implied that his new album, 
“Food and Liquor II: The Great American 
Rap Album Pt. i,” which addresses a range 
of political grievances, might be the most 


appropriate response. 

How should an artist go about making mu- 
sic that is both political and engaging, though? 
Keef isn’t exactly a political artist, but his 
music has drawn attention to the problem— 
surely an act with some political value. 

Lupe, on the other hand, name-checks 
liberal concerns and suggests politics by 
delivering lectures that veer toward conde- 
scension. He often seems to forget that one 
of the central ideas of music is that it’s sup- 
posed to serve as entertainment. It’s hard to 
imagine anyone under the age of 40 seriously 
getting into the cranky old man hook on the 
“F&L II” track ‘Around My Way (Freedom 
Ain’t Free),” for instance, which includes 
the phrase “a bunch of nonsense on my TV” 
He too often dives into bad ideas, and, with 
the encouragement of his boorish fans, fails 
to actually deliver on his talent by dismiss- 
ing detractors as unable to get the message 
(there’s nothing complicated about “Bitch 
Bad”— it’s just a bad, patronizing song). 

So it’s satisfying to see Lupe basically pull 
off the trick of making an effective politi-

cal album in an era when politically charged 
pop music is generally uncool. Perhaps it’s a 
sign of the gravity of his purpose, but Lupe 
sticks to his strengths, delivering structurally 
complex but conceptually straightforward 
raps over simple beats with just the most 
necessary shadings of sonic experimentation. 

This is his most focused album to date, 
which marks a big step up from last year’s 
troubled “L.A.S.E.R.S.” Tracks like “Put Em 
Up” feature the kind of virtuosic rhyming his 
fans expect; songs like ‘Audubon Ballroom” 


and “Hood Now” engage racial politics with 
something approaching a sense of humor; 
“Lamborghini Angels” actually has a cool hook. 

Lupe doesn’t have the visceral immediacy 
of some of the current generation of Chicago 
artists like Keef or Lil Reese, but he’s never 
claimed to. He is necessarily dense, and he 
provides a reassuring alternative voice to 
the chaos the situation demands. As always, 
more voices are a better thing for hip-hop,
